REFERRING to Reuter’s telegram about Sadar Asad’s efforts to obtain the 
regentship left vacant by the death of the late 
regent, with a view to transfer to the Bakbtiaris the 
power hitherto in the hands of the Kachari to which the King belongs, the 
Namat Mugaddas Hablul Matin [Calcutta] of the 26th September says :— 

The message is no doubt a production of the imagination, for the 
paramount power of the Majlis and the ministers in the internal affairs of the 
country is now beyond question, and no one can go against it. It is also 
believed that at a critical moment like this there would be no difference 
between the Majlis and the ministers on this point. 

The paper rejects the idea that Sardar Asad has any vain ambition or 
was written to on the subject, and considers Nasirul Molk, and failing’ him 
Aga Mustafiul Mulk, as the best man for the appointment. ae 

Since the politicians, the paper continues, have already fathomed the 
depth of our knowledge of politics, they make by their writings the man who 
really serves his country hateful in the eyes of the Persians for serving their 
own selfish purpose, with the result that we make mountain of a mole hill. © In 
fact a fow papers have already commenced writing in this strain. They 
say if Sardar Asad becomes regent and tries to transfer the power into the 
hands of the Bakhtiaris. there is none to check him. By their writings about 
the expulsion of Sardar and Salar from Azarbaijan, the English and the 
Russian newspapers have laid the axe at the root of the respect they enjoyed 
in Persia. The Anglo-Russian excesses have not lessened at all, nor have the 
foreign troops moved a step back. At present they want to destroy the little 
strength that still remains in the Persians. 

In conclusion, the paper warns the Persians against the evils of the whole 
power resting in an individual, and recommends the appointment of Nasirul 
Mulk or Aga Mustafiul Mulk.

In the course of an article noted in the margin, one Syed Ali Ahmad asks 
the Persians to wake up from their slumber and see whether their fatherland 
is still an independent country or merely a Russian dependency. A consicer- 
ation of the characteristics of a free independent country at once reveals the 
fact that Persia does not possess any one of these, but has now simply been 
reduced to the status of a dependency of Russia and England. The full 
enumeration of all the oppressive and arbitrary proceedings of Russia would 
require no less than a volume for the purpose. It may, however, briefly be 
said that had Persia been an independent country, Russia could never have 
exercised her authority in the Persian affairs in the way in which she 
has been doing. Had Persia wanted independence, she would by no means 
allow Russia to look down upon her learned men and have a hand in the 
appointment and dismissal of her officers in this wanton manner. Russia is

undoubtedly at the root of all the disturbances, and the cause of all the internal 


dissensions, disorder and disloyalty in the various parts of the country. 

The four million manats (a Russian ity | which were sent to the 
country this year by Russia were all spent on the detectives, non-Moslems and 
the shameless Persians, The influence of this wolfish State has not humiliated 
Persia only, but more wicked deeds have been perpetrated in Turkey too 
with a view to deliver Greece from the Turks and thus make her independent, 
to incite the Cretans against them and to place Bosnia and Herzgovina under 
Austrian domination. 

The ignorant among us finding conflicting opinions in the European 
newspapers follow them and never think that there is a difference of heaven 
and earth between Europeans and ourselves. We do not possess those 
materials which they do. Our present difficulty is that we failto give up 
our dissensions and to act on modern lines, We should also know that no 
people on the face of the earth are worse than ourselves at the present time.

The Calcutta Central Text-Book affair writes to us:— 

ap aignenns ‘You have been for a long time criticising 
the proceedings of the Central Text-Book Committee without, however, it 
would seem, any effect whatever. Several members of the Committee are as 
much given to favouritism now as before, nay, rather the more so owing to 
the indifference of Goverument to their proceedings. The books referred to 
the Committee for approval are sent to different members for their opinion 
and are placed before different sub-committees, It need hardly be said that 
these opinions are strictly confidential, so much so indeel that the members 
prewealte t are eta 6 from divulging these opinions to one another. But 
this rule does not apply to certain members of the Committee, who, for some 
unknown reason, are able to know every secret of the Committee. Having 
come to learn these secrets they warn their favoured authors and publishers 
and if there be any opinion against them they instruct them to revise their 
books in the light of such adverse opinion. Books so revised are placed before 
the Committee or a sub-committee and are duly approved. Unfortunate 
authors not having this advantage are generally disappointed. It is a 
question whether Government should encourage such improper conduct. If 
such conduct be pursued for the benefit of some European author or publisher 
otber authors will perforce have to retire from the field. Some authors and 
publishers are influential people and so they have no want of members to vote 
for them. We humbly entreat Government to remedy this evil or the por 
authors in this country will have no redress whatever. It has often been 
pointed out in newspapers what worthless books are approved by the 
Committee. We are anxious to learn what sort. of books are approved by 
the Committee this time. We shall criticise these books in due time.” 

The correspondent has made serious allegations against the Committee, and 
it is to be hoped that the authorities will entitle themselves to the gratitude 
of the public by os i | into their truth or otherwise and by setting matters 
right if these allegations be found to be trve. 

11. Referring to the series of letters published in the Zimes of London 
on the subject of Indian Education and _ the 
editorial comments thereon the Sir Bharat 
| Calcutta] of the 2nd October writes : — 

A perusal of these letters shows that their writer is quite ignorant 
of facts about India. The conclusions arrived at by writers like the Times’ 
correspondent if anfavourable to the subjects mean harm to them and the 
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latter have no other alternative but to rely on the belief that wrong views 
are sooner or later found out and cannot bear the light of truth. When writers 
like Mr. Chirol never made an attempt to make Indians their friends or to 
study Indian history or the manners and customs of the people, how can they 
be expected to deal with political aud social questions as regards this country. 
Leaving aside, therefore, these letters we shall confine ourselves to the 
comments of the Times. Of the two mistakes which that journal admits of 
having been committed in regard to the educational policy of the Government 
we are at one with the Z%mes when it says that little regard has been paid to 
the vernacular of the country inasmuch as western education has placed before 
the people western ideals and denationalized its recipients, This education 
could never be perfect and therefore could not benefit the people to the extent 
that was expected of it. There is therefore no doubt tbat the Government 
has committed the greatest blunder by introducing English education without 
making adequate provision for the teaching of the vernaculars. 

We are, however, not prepared to endorse the views of the Times as 
regards the other blunder, viz., not exercising proper control over the Education 
Department. If the Government holds the reins of the Education or any other 
department tight, people will have no opportunity to learn the principles of 
self-reliance. A nurse who does not allow her ward to stand on its legs will 
never be able to walk. If the education which the Government has been 
giving the people for the last 50 years has done any mischief, the blame. of it 
lies with the Government alone. Defective education results in the recipients 
of it imitating what is bad instead of what is good in their preceptors. If 
some of the letl-alesnted youths have shown perversity it is due to their 
inability to assimilate what they were made to swallow without suflicient 
mastication. 

The Zémes is right when it recommends a complete overhauling of the 
system. India is in need of as much education as an army, for it is not possible 


to govern crores of Indians by merely keeping them in fear of us, etc,

12, A correspondent of the Daily Hitavadi [Calcutta] of the 5th October 
says, with reference to the Resolution passed in the 
last United Bengal Provincial Conference on the 
deplorable condition of the bovine race in Bengal, that the causes for this 
decay of cows are (1) the usurpation of all grazing lands by zamindars, who 
should be compelled to give up those lands or give others in exchange; and (2) 
want of healthy bulls. Zamindars have given up providing villages with good 
roads and tanks, and the Local Boards also are almost equally indifferent in the 
matter, although the villagers have regularly to pay the Koad-cess and the Public 
Works cess.

Deser Katha by Pandit Sakharam Ganes 
Deuskar has been proscribed and confiscated by the Governments of the two 
Bengals on the ground of its containing writings that are likely to create 
disaffection in the reader. 

We have no wish to say anything against this decision of the officials. 
We would only refer to a few funny incidents in this connection. When 
the Pandit delivered to the Deputy Commissioner of Police, Mr. Tegart, all 
copies of the above book in his own possession he was asked by that oflicer 
how many copies in all of the different impressions of that book he had been 
able to sell. ‘‘ Thirteen thousand in all” replied the Pandit. So no less 
than thirteen thousand copies of this book have been in circulation in different 

arts of Bengal, and assuming each eopy to have been read by 8 or 9 persons 
about a Jakh of educated people in Bengal will have read the book. Again, 
when recently Sir Harold Stuart circulated a letter asking all Government 
officers to discuss politics with the public and to convince them that the wealth 
of the country was not being drained away under British rule a Bengali Personal 
assistant to one of the Divisional Commissioner of Bengal took a copy of Descr 
Ratha to his official superior, the Commissioners, and said stil 1 can find no 
answer to the allegations' in this book. If you kindly read it through and let 
me know how [ am to defend Government against the allegations contained 
in it, I shall be most glad to repeat them for the benefit of the public.” So 
far as we are aware no such refutation was ever furnished by the Commie- 
sioner. It is with the object of suppres-ing disaffection that Government is 
proscribing various books. But the question is whether disaffection is 
suppressed thereby. We could have appreciated the action of Government 
if it had first published a refutation of Deser Katha and then proscribed it, 
and we would have probaly published that refutation in our paper in the interest 
of the public peace. But if instead of doing so Government merely 
proscribes a book on the ground of its seditions character people will of course 
bow down to the decisiun but will not be convinced of its justice. To give 
one example, the first part of Sepahi Juddher Itihash” by Babu Panchkari Banerji 
has been proscriaed by Government on the ground of its being a seditious 
publication. A history of the aeey War, bowever, by the late Babu Rajani 
Kanta Gupta is permitted to be freely read, although in the opinion of many 
experts the langage of the latter book is stranger and mere forcible than that 
of Panchkari Babu’s book, and although in the latter book nowhere are 
the Sepoys condemned whereas in Panchkari Babu’s book the Sepoys 
and the Esst India Company are both condemned. Nobody could see for 
what fault Panchkari Babu’s book was strangled, as it were, immediately on 
its publication and for what merit Rajani Bab.1’s book has been permitted to 
be published for this length of time. Panchkari Babu prayed the Lieutenant- 
Governor to point out the objectionable portions of his book so that he might 
expunge them and bring out a new edition, to which His Honour replied that 
he was not prepared to point out such passages. ees 

Since it is a question of removing misconceptions from the public mind it 
behoves the Government to remove such of them as have been influencing 
the public mind for the last twenty years and creating disaffection therein.

Without this real loyalty will not be reawakened in the public mind. Thorpe 
is no midway feeling between loyalty and disaffection. He who is not loyal 
must be disaffected and the line of argument that undermines loyalty is gure 
to evoke disaffection. So long as the facts, arguments and quotations adduced 
in Deser Katha, in support of the exploitation of India by Englishmen are not 
refuted people will not be convinced. Specially the book has been wide] 
circulated and discussed all over Bengal during the last five years. Its conclu- 
sions have been repeated in a thousand forms in the columns of newspaper 
and in swadeshi speeches with the result that they have struck their roots deep 
intothe public mind. : 

Besides, Deser Katha abounds with quotations from writings in English, 
It has been proscribed, but notss Digby’s book or O’Donnell’s pamphlet. 
Will this have the effect of suppressing disaffection? You Englishmen haye 
onened our eyes, spread education, provided for the wide circulation of 
newspapers and permitted free criticism of your actions and the effect of these 
measures is not to be done away with by mere confiscation of publications, 
This repressive policy, if long continued, may extort loyalty from fear but 
will never evoke loyalty from love. But if anybody has genius enough to 
refute the propositions and conclusions of Deser Katha then people’s minds 
may be disabused and they may become loyal, Sir kidward Baker is a man 
of genius. He may, if he chooses, accept our suggestions and set a stream of 
right-reasoning and right-feeling flowing over the country. Lethim for once 
make the attempt and thereby put an end to our misgivings and win for 
himself the position of a foremost statesman.

Finding that almost all the clerks in his Division are 
Hindus, he has issued an order to the effect that henceforward ten of the 
permanent posts in the lower grade will be reserved for Musalmans, and that if 
suitable Musalmans are not available these posts will be given to Christians, and 
that so long as these posts are not filled up all temporary clerks will be 
recruited from Masalmans alone, If this novel arrangement has nothing behind 
it but pure love for the Musalmans, we shall really thank the Commissioner for 
it, for Musalmans or buddists or Indians of any other religious profession are 
all our brethren. But if there is any other purpose behind it, we shall blame 
him and warn the Musalman community concerned just as we warned the 
Musalman community of Eastern Bengal when some of the officials there 
evinced an extraordinarily high degree of love for Musalmans. 

However that may be, a clear understanding of one point will, we trust, 
open the eyes of many people in this connection. The rule in the Supply 
Depa tment is that he alone who has a specified qualification, who will, after 


Frontier raids. 
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test, be considered fit for clerical work and who has at any time done temporary 
work in the Department, will be eligible for appointment as a clerk. No 
distinction between castes and creeds is observed in this matter. And it is surely 
the paucity of educated Mnsalmans which has led to the divisional office 
being filled mainly with Hindus. There are, in the Lahore Division, amongst 
22temporary clerks, 2 Musalmans and 20 Hindus. The Commissioner has not 
been able to give any instance of the superior claims of any able Musalman 
having ever been superseded in favour of a Hindu. 

It is doubtful whether, if the Commissioner’s order is given effect to, 
eligible Musalman clerks will be obtained in sufficient numbers. Conse- 
quently, the method of selection will have to be changed and the standard of 
qualification required for eligibility will have to be lowered. The effect of 
this will be that incompetent men will get into the office and work will suffer. 
If, on the other hand, the ten posts and also temporary posts are kept vacant 
so long as well-qualified Musalmans are not obtained the work in the office 
will fall into arears for want of a sufficient staff. 

The Commissioner. has surely considered these points because he has 
stopped the privilege leave of all clerks, saying that so long as ten Musal- 
mans will not be available no one will yet privilege leave. No one knows 
how long it will take for the ten posts to be filled up by Musaimans. Besides 
this, the trend of the Commissioner’s order is that the 20 temporary Hindu 
clerks at present in the offiee will never become permanent. For, at present, 
the ten permanent posts will be filled up by Musalmans, and, in future, the 
Hindu temporary clerks will not have the power to secure permanent posts in 
competition with temporary Musalman clerks, 

For these reasons we cannot commend the good sense of the Commission- 
er in passing the said order. Had he donc so without being hard on Hindu 
clerks we would surely have praised him for his effort to promote the interest 
of Musalmans. We ask the Commissioner, how will the Musalmans feel his 
love when the work of the office will be hampered by their incompetence ? 
The attention of the Commander-in-Chief is drawn to the matter.

required ‘‘for the benefit of the public.” ‘The editor was not allowed to 
defend himself, neither was he permitted to proceed against the authorities 
It is the first case of such cruel treatment of a newspaper editor by a Native 
Prince. It remains to be seen whether the other Native Princes will follow 
His Highness s example. 

23. The Basumati (Calcutta) of the Ist October refers to the proscription 
of the Swadeshabhimam newspaper and the eonfisca- 
ticn of the pressin which it used to be printed 
together with all printing materials by order of 
the Maharaja of Travancore and to the further declaration that no officer of 
the State will be liable to any suit, civil or criminal, for carrying out thege 
orders and remarks that this means precluding the editor from having redresg 
in law courts, and as such can be compared to thrashing a man who is bound 
and can therefore offer no resistance. In Travancore matters are therefore 
worse than in British territory where people can appeal to law-courts against 
an order of confiscation of a press. 

24. The Savngabandhu | Calcutta] of the 28th September writes as 
follows :— ) 

‘The meeting of the Provincial Conference has 
galvanised many of us. We have said often, and 
now say again, “ Cease talking and do work.” This time also many important 
questions have been discussed, such as national education, the deliverance of a 
fallen nation. aspiration after the Colonial form of self-governed, unjustifiable 
house searches by the police and settlement cf disputes by arbitration. It is to 
be hoped that this discussion will not end in mere words. ‘The success of the 
Conference. however, has provoked some Anglo Indian papers into making 
venomous attacks upon it. 

25. The Bangabandhu {Calcutta} of the 28th September siys that Major 
Donald Ross attributes the present unrest in India 
to the indifference of Government to sanitary 
reforms whereas Mr. Valentine Chirol attributes it 
to the revival of Brahminism.

On the other hand the Simla correspondent of the Morning Post is writing a 
series of sober and thoughtful articles in which, unlike Mr. Chirol, he is 
demonstrating that administrative defects are responsible for the increase of 
unrest and disturbance. Every line indeed of Mr. Chirol’s writing betrays a 
puerile fickleness and a jealousy of the progress and rising nationality of the 
Indian people. Sending out of special correspondents to India would seem to 
be the order of the day. | 

26. The Sanjivani [Caleutta] of the 29th September says:— 

“The 80th of Aswin.”” Sorrow for the partition of Bengal will never 

forsake the Bengalis. So every year on the “0th 
Aswin, the day of the partition, they write and pray for an administrative 
re-union of the divided motherland.

But what pains and surprises us is that in writing a history 
of the unrest Mr. Chirol should for no reason whatever attempt to foment 
unrest, 

Many are pitying in words those lower strata of the Hindu eommunity 
whose touch is regarded as polluting. 

While stopping their own noses at the sight of these orders of men these 
people advise others to eat with them. We regard these men who make 
professions of social reform without carrying such professions into practice 
as objects of pity. | 

But we consider as objects not of pity but of hatred those who would do 
away with caste distinction with the intervention of Government. 


We also regard as impractical mad men those who would convert the five 
crores of low class Hindus to Islam or Christianity. 


But we cannot forgive those who are, on this occasion, setting the 
English public against the Hindus. We are alarmed to think of the evil 
consequence which this is bound to produce. We therefore warn Mr. Chirol. 
We are uneasy to find bim eager to foment unrest.

A reparation should now 
he made, and it will redound to the eternal glory of England to turn India 
into an industrial and prosperous land. Is this little self-sacrifice too much for 
the mercantile community of England ? 

His Honour has spoken of the benefit that England derives from the Indian 
army. Should not England, therefore, bear a portion of the cost of maintain- 
ing this army? A pronouncement by His Honour as to whether England does 
not profit by the Home charges would have been very welcome to us. 

On one point we cannot be at one with His Honour. He has spoken of 
the growing prosperity of the Indian people as indicated by the replacement of 
thatches by roofs and the growing demand for articles of luxury. This 
prosperity may be true so far as towns and their neighbouring villages yo. 
But the condition of villagers in the interior of the country shows no sign of 
improvement. Wages have no doubt increased ; but the prices of food-grains 
have at the same time increased five-fold. Besides this, diseases like cholera 
and malaria, and want of wholesome drinking water and of channels for the 
proper drainage of water have made village-life in this country extremely 
miserable. It would have been better had Sir Edward Baker referred to these 
things. 

Teens that may be, we want development of our arts and industries 
and not free trade. His Honour and the Viceroy are unanimous on this pvint.
